On th* Western boundary of the 
Chino ranch about one mile back of 
Pomona may be seen an innumerable 
swarm of insects hovering close to the 
earth. At first view they' appear to 
be honey bees that failing to find any 
more desirable abode in the vicinity 
have resolved to construct a subterra­ 
nean liive. The busy little workers 
are seen penetrating holes about an 
eighth of an inch in diameter and 
bringing up small particles of earth. 
Over an area of more than a thonsand 
square feet these little holes are bored 
at a distance from each other of prob­ 
ably half an incffi The insect is ol a 
bright yellow color, shaped exactly 
like the honey bee and appears to be 
harmless. Though locating its abode 
like the yellow jacket in the ground, 
it is certainly not that insect. 


Volume Five. 


This morning the Daily H e r a l d 
enters upon its fifth volume. Tho pa­ 
per has won a place in the front rank 
of California journalism, and Califor­ 
nia journalism in point of energy, in­ 
fluence and ability is conceded to be 
second to that of no State in the Union. 
Financially the H k r a l d has met the 
most sanguine expectations of its pub­ 
lishers and its prosperity is stendily 
increasing. For eighteen mouths it 
has been more than self sustaining 
and the increase in its business and cir- 
eulation warrant tho publishers in the 
belief that the prosperity*of their pa­ 
per will be even greater in the future 
than it has been in the past. 


Cultivate Timber. 


The two great needs of California 
are water and wood. 
Whoever devel­ 
ops the one or produces the other has 
a sure source of wealth. Timber for 
fuel and far manufacturing purposes 
must always be valuable in Southern 
California, simply because there is no 
home supply accessible, and the cost 
of transportation from abroad will in­ 
duce a high range of price. It is true 
that the Southern Pacific Railroad is 
now reaching a section better timber­ 
ed than auy yet opened, but the trees 
are located well up on the mountain 
sides and the cost of getting them to 
the line of the railroad will be large. 
Timber can be grown at a compara­ 
tively small cost, and will pay a bet­ 
ter Interest than any other investment 
of equal certainty. Our large land 
holders who purpose keeping their 
real estate off tho market would do 
well to set out a large portion of it in 
timber. They would find that in ten 
years time the timber would exceed 
the value of the land even though the 
latter be the very best, and its loca­ 
tion be the most desirable. 
To our 
mind the cultivation of timber otters 
as certain and perhaps as liberal re­ 
numeration as the orange or the wal­ 
nut grove. 


A Probable Result. 


One of the effects of the failure of 
the Bank of California will be to shake 
the faith of the people in the safety 
and stability of the gigantic metropol­ 
itan banks of which every city of con­ 
siderable dimensions possesses one or 
more, and out of this shattered confi­ 
dence will grow a desire to invest 
money where it will be beyond the 
reach of'""Speculative bankers. It is 
only within the last five years that 
any considerable sum of monev could 
be enticed from San Francisco to the 
rural districts. Millions of 
dollars 
lured by the high rate of interest were 
sent from Europe to San Francisco, 
but it was confined to the city, while 
the owners of city property could ob­ 
tain it on loans the farms and towns 
of the interior could not secure a dol­ 
lar of this foreign capital. 
In time 
the surplus became 
so great that 
agents were sent out to loan money 
>u real estate and as these investments 
were found to be safe and profitable, 
more money followed and now the 
land owner from the interior can go 
into San Francisco and negotiate a 
loan. Now it is safe to say that San 
Francisco capitalists have partially at 
least realized the fact that money se­ 
cured by a farm is as liable to return to 
the owner as if deposited in a city 
bank. Another lesson these city money 
holders are learning which is that a 
good California farm is a good thing 
to have and will yield a larger profit 


on the money invested tlían banking 
institutions can afTord to pay. These 
facts induce the belief that a great 
deal of money will within the next 
few months, come out of San Fran­ 
cisco in search of farms, vineyards 
and orange groves. If this prediction 
proves true the insecurity of metro­ 
politan banks as demonstrated by the 
failure of the Rank of California will 
result in general and widespread ben­ 
efit to the whole State. 


The Currency Issue Explained. 


The currency question, now become 
of such vast political importance iu 
the near future, while exceedingly 
complex to those who have not given 
finance 
mucli 
consideration is yet 
«implo when analyzed, and the dema­ 
gogues who hope to make capital by 
misrepresentation of the two platforms, 
the Democratic and Republican, will 
find that thopeople are not to be de­ 
luded by specious argument. In the 
first place the question is between pa­ 
per money and specie, this involving 
only the continuance of any form of 
irredeemable curreuey, or a substitu­ 
tion at some time of gold and silver 
as the medium of exchange. In the 
aecond place it is between the green­ 
backs and national bank note currency 
as it stands at present, aud a larger 
volume of the same kind of money, as 
proposed by Mr. K elly of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
In the third place it concerns 
the time and place of effecting any 
change in the ftuancial system as now 
-organized. Now we conceive that the 
Democratic platform as indicated by 
the declarations of the latest conven­ 
tions to be that the country requires a 
return to a specie basis, aud the change 
-ought to be effected as early as is con- 
aistant with public safety. It there­ 
fore ignores all considerations of the 
volume of the paper currency, or any 
method by which it can be improved. 
’The declaration is emphatic that the 
whole system is false, and hence that 
neither expansion or contraction can 
make it meet the requirements of the 
people. 
It is condemned as utterly 
worthless and therefore susceptible of 
no improvement that could make it 
available or desirable. As to the means 
■of effecting a substitution of specie for 
greenbacks nothing is declared. A 
violent revolution is not proposed. It 
is well understood by the Democratic 
leaders that any sudden destruction of 
the present system would be produc­ 
tive of disaster, and at the same time 
it is not believed that any sensible di­ 
rect method of substitution of specie 
for greenbacks, though causing tem ­ 
porary financial disturbance, will fail 
to result m immediate good. The 
first point to the settler is the fact of a 
change from a paper to a specie basis. 
The mode of effecting that change 
must be left to tho grand council of 
the nation. The opposite 
creed is 
readily understood. 
It stands square­ 
ly upon the greenbauk and the na­ 
tional bank note, and the only dispute 
can be as to the mode of handling 
these representations of money While 
some may contend for the mainten­ 
ance of the system just as at present 
constituted, others may desire inore 
of the same cost. It seems to us that 
there can be no stand made upon the 
present currency. If it is good then 
Mr. K e l l y ’s inflation scheme is bet­ 
ter. If the government 
can print 
8300,000,000 of.money it can print a 
thousand times that much, and it 
would be the better policy to at once 
strike oft'enough to make every man 
woman and child in the country rich. 
If one

The Grand Jury. 


This body yesterday presented their 
report to Judge O’Melveny. 
They 
considered 
twenty - four 
criminal 
charges, ami found twenty-four true 
bills, as follows: 
Petit larceny 1, grand larceny 4, as­ 
sault with deadly weapon 1, assault to 
kijl 1, assault to murder 2, robbery 2, 
assault witli a deadly instrument 1, 
disorderly house 1, disorderly house 
and house of ill-fame 1, renting houses 
for the purpose of keeping houses of 
ill-fumo4, keeping lid ie s of ill-fame 6. 


REDOUT ON COUNTY JA IL . 
We find the prison clean and well 
kept, but inadequate to meet the re­ 
quirements of our rapidly growing 
city and county. We do earnestly 
recommend that a suitable jail l«*ild- 
ing be erected at as early * fiay as 
practicable. We further believe, to 
the best of our k n o w le d g e , that the 
prison is insecure,a« far aa regards the 
stone portion of tliat building, as we 
ftiiu the stone in places quite soft and 
easily removable witli an ordinary 
pocket-knife; and, to the best of our 
knowledge and belief, we do declare 
the jail to be an unsafe custodian for 
an expert in jail-breaking, and we do 
recommend the matter to the proper 
authorities, witli the hope that imme­ 
diate steps will b e taken in the m at­ 
ter, as the jail building o f Los Angeles 
county is unfit for the purposo it 
claims to subserve. 


REPORT ON T H E COUNTY HOSPITAL. 
We find some of the wards not kept 
as clean as they ought to be. Neither 
did there seem to be attendants enough 
to attend to those who were very sick. 
We found there were no means of 
warming any of the wards in cold 
weather, except in the new wards, in 
which a chimney or fiue has been con­ 
structed. 
We recommend that hereafter at 
least oue stove be supplied to each 
ward. 
We also find that there is a good 
deal of complaint of unnecessary de­ 
lay in sending medicine to the hos­ 
pital, thereby causing nfluch suffering 
to some of the patients. 
We call the attention of the Board 
of Supervisors and the City Council to 
(he expense of keeping the hospital on 
the present plan, and we most ear­ 
nestly recommend that they either 
separately or jointly take some steps 
to provide a County Hospital which 
shall belong to the county or county 
and city. 


REPORT ON LABOItY L A N E TANN ERY . 
We recommend tho Board of Health 
of Los Angeles city to investigate the 
matter, and, if found to be a nuisance, 
to take immediate steps to have the 
same abated, as we, the Grand Jurors, 
believe the same to be a public nui­ 
sance and detrimental to the health of 
the residents in that vicinity: 
We recommend the Los Angeles 
City Marshal to enforce the vagrant 
act, as there are a greaj many bad 
characters loafing about town, with­ 
out any visible means of support. 
We tender our thanks to the District 
Attorney for his kind attendance, and 
to the Sheriff and his deputies for 
their kind and prompt attendance in 
bringing up witnesses, and their po­ 
lite and courteous manner to the 
Grand Jurors of Los Angeles county 
for the September term, 1875.

An Opening for Capital. 


The grape growers iu this city and 
the immediate vicinity are in an ano­ 
malous condition this season. They 
have only a short crop of grapes, und 
y etare unable to sell the product of 
their vineyards, even at fifty per cent, 
reduction in price. The erection of 
wine cellars and brandy distilleries 
involves a large outlay, so that the 
smaller vineyardists merely sell their 
grapes to the manufacturer of wines 
or brandy. The large distillery locat­ 
ed here purchased the crops of many 
of our vineyards, the average price be­ 
ing about fifty cents 
per hundred 
pounds. 
Thnt institution, however, 
is now in the hands of the United 
States otticials having been seized for 
violation of the revenue laws, and one 
of the largest purchasers of grapes is 
therefore out of the market, whicli 
has put the rate for grapes down to 
twenty-five cents per hundred pounds 
—far below the cost of production. It 
is beyond doubt that at fifty cents 
there is a large margin of profit for 
the manufacturer, and Los Angeles 
now offers great inducements to capi­ 
talists who desire to embark iu a safe 
and profitable business. 


The marriage ceremony of Mr. Jo­ 
seph Bayer and Miss Katherine B. 
Happ took place last evening at eight 
o’clock, in the Cathedral.with the im­ 
posing ritual of the Catholic church. 
The building was crowded, and Fattier 
Verdaguer performed the ceremony in 
accordance with the rules of the 
church.

Syndicate of the Bank of California 
held a meeting to-day and elected 
Win. Sharon Chairman of the Execu­ 
tive Committee. Mr. Sharan made a 
speech in which lie said the affairs of 
bank were In a favorable condition, 
and that everything would come out 
all right, to which end lie reiterated 
his pledge to use his private fortune, 
if needed. A call of twenty per cent, 
of the Syndicate fund was made, to be 
paid in by October 1st. This amounts 
lo $1,500,000, which, together with 
funds in the bank, will, it is thought, 
be ample for a begin dug. The bank 
will he opened by tin 1st proximo. 
The Executive Committee of the old 
Board did not meet to-day.
